That the {preadingfalfe and {canddlous Re- 
ports is fatal and pernicious to the general 
Peace and common Good of the Country. 

I do acknowledge, the Lenity of the Go- 
vernment, in fuffering their Aétions: to be 
infulted by People, who ia writing publick 
Occurrences labour to embroil the Mation, 
isa Token of the general Liberty this Ng 
tion enjoys, and in fome Cafes the Govera- 
ment hasa great deal more Work cut out 
for them, thaa there is any Reshe for, and 
more allo than they would otherwife have 
before them ; byt-whether the Goodnefs of 
thofe in Power may sot be a Sin again& 
themfclves in fach a Cafe, I leave to be 

come 
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Confider’d, fince while they are adting, as 
we have good Reafon to hope, the publick 
‘Good, and purfuing it by wife and direét 
Methods: Thefe Sort. of Creatures report- 
ing things which are falfe, and mifrepre- 
fenting things srue, keep the Minds of the 
People always uader the Operation of theic 
Phylick, fick, pale,and unealie, always mur- 
muring, repining at and reproaching their 
Governors, and in continual Difcontents, 
even when really things are carrying on for 
the general Good, and in adue Manner as 
they ought to be managed. 

It would be endlefs to fill this Paper with 
Examples of the pernicious Effedts of falfe 
Reports, either in Cafes publick or private, 
the Authors are below the Satyr; the two 
Cafes in the twolaft Reviews about the Duke 
of Marbborough’s bribing the Swedes Manifter 
of State, and the Seamen of the two Ships 
taken by the French, not doing their Duty, 
are freth and lively Inftances of what lam 
upon. 

The prefent Management of the Affairs 
in Scotland is fill’d with an infinite Variety 
of Inftances, What Surmifes! What falie 
Suggeftions! What weak, and in their Na- 
ture moft vile {ofinuations are every Day 
buzz'd about, and put into the Heads of the 
poor People in the North of Britain, on 
every Occafion! Nay, I may fay without 
Occafion at all, if poffible, to raife Jealoufies, 
Diftrufts and Diffatisfa&ions between the 
Nations. 

That this is Part of the fame Spirit, and 
prompted by the fame Agents, who ftrug- 
giedin vain with the Union, while it was 
tranfa@ting in Scotland, that buy’d the Par- 
liament, rabbled the Government, and in- 
fulted the Treaters, is eafie to make out; 
aud were not the Impotence of their At- 
tempts below fo much Notice, Icould go a 
— Way into Particulars, both as to Per- 

ons and Things But I would fain 
ive the Gentlemen Opportunity to let the 
orld forget both them and their A &tions, 

if they have but Difcretion enouhg to take 
the Hint— And asI know, they will here- 
after blufh at the Tranfaétions they have 
appear’d in, it cannot but be for their Ac- 
vantage to conceal them both, that they 
may not be known one by another ———]f 
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they defpife this Charity, 1 hall be very for- 
ry for them’; tut 3 muft pay the Debt 
which Truth demands, and they muft blame 
themfelves, if the Confequence does not 
pleafe them. 

Jt is remarkable, the prefent Cry ofthefe 
People in the North is, that the Engiifh, or 
Soutklanders as they cal them, will break the 
Union 3 others that they have broke the 
Union, &c. and long Comments they make 
upon this Head 4 the Folly of which is 
hardly worth expofing, but the Malice of it, 
I confefs, deferves Notice. 

Before I come to the Subftance of the 
Complaint, I muft fay fomething to the 
Perfons and to the Manner, and {peak to 
this fhort Queftion. 

Who are they that cry out thus of break- 
ing the Union, and to this! anfwer dire€lly ; 

1. Thofe Joude/t that are moft defirous it 
fhould be broken, that endeavour if poffible 
to drawPeople into Infra&tions of theTreaty, 
and then lay hold of the Oscafions to cla- 
mour ; who like the D—I fiz/? tempt, and shen 
accufe ; Thofe that cry out, ‘tis an intollera- 
bleYoke, that it is an unjuft Compa@, that 
it is a fatal Subjeétion that in iis Beginning 
oppos’d ir, in its Proceeding clamour’d at 
it, inits Conclufion mourned over it, now 
in its Obfervation reflee&t upon ic————._ I¢ 
can be no Breach of Charity to judge, that 
they a& now from the fame Principle they 
a&ed from then; that they cry out, it # 
broke, becaufe they would have it broken, 
and they would have it be broken from the 
very fame Principle, which mov’d them a- 
gainft its making. 

2. Thofe, who from-defperate Fortunes 
and worfePrinciples aé& always retrograde to 
the true Intereft of the Nation’s Profperity, 
who ftudy to be unquiet, and as true High- 
Flyers, are always foaring at fomewhat they 
cannot odtain, and fnarling at every thing 
they enjoy. 

Thefe, froma meer Principle of Uneafi- 
nefs, are ever collecting fomething fatal, 
and Vose Exclamanti crying out Milchief, 
wheth¢r there be any or no; that cry Woe, 
Woe, when no Woe cometh, and are always 
making themfelves and others uneafie,

Talk co one of thefe of the Union, tho’ 
they hardly know, whether “cis a Man or 
a Horie, yet tis on the Out-fide of their 
Tongues 5 that ‘tis the Ruin of their Coun- 
try, that "tis the Deftru@ion of their Trade, 
that the Englifh will cheat them and abufe 
them, that they have broke it already, and 
that we will do what we like with them, 
now we have gotten it, and the like. 

This is the moft unhappy Part of the 


- thing, and why? Becaufe tho’ the Principle 


be naught, the People are good ; the Con- 
tagion they are infe&ted with is to be ab- 
hori’d, and yet the People are to be pity’d 3 
and bere lyes the Difficulty, an honeft Man is 
put to a Plunge between his Deteftation of 
the Principle, and his Compaffion for the 
Perfuns, 

What Courfe can be taken here ? Toar- 
gue with them, isto no Purpofe ; "tis talk- 
ing Gofpel to a KettleeDrum, "tis beating 
the Air, the Huniour is obftinate, and no- 
thing but Time can reftore thefe People to 
their Sences. 

And ’tis on this very Account, that Tam 
fo apt to exclalm at the Villany of thofe, 
who, on purgofe to lead captive thefe weak 
but well-meaning Chriftians, amufe them 
with daily Forgeries and ionumerable Shams, 
the vain but vicious Produ& of adebauched 
Temper, and by thefe Whilperings keep 
the honeft good People continually uneatie 
and diftemper’d. Is it not the Intereft and 
Duty of every honeft Man to undeceive 
fuch as thefe ? Is itnot the juft Concern of 
the Government to clear up the Prejudices 
of: fuch ? 

For my part, I value the inftruéting and 
informing one honeft meaning ignorant Per- 
fon, more than the deteéting and confront- 
ing 2 thoufand Knaves, and ‘tis for the fake
